waGE ADVANCE IS REFUSED. 


Strike of the Fall River Operatives 
May Yollow. 

Fall River, Mass., October 1.—The man- 
ufacturers have refused the 5 per cent ad- 
vance in wages asked for by the cotton 
mill operators here. 

Special meetings of the five textile as- 
sociations in this ecfty have been calied 
for Friday to take action on the refusal 
of the manufacturers’ association to grant 
the 5 per cent advance asked for by the 
textile council which had been voluntarily 
conceded by the Fall River works and 
Bourne corporations. The various meet- 
ings will be held for the purpose of acting 
on the recommendation of the textile 
council that in case “‘we do not receive 
same assurance on or before October 2, 
we recommend that operatives refuse to 
work after October 7 for the present scale 
of wages.”’ 

The outcome of these meetings, the 
members of the textile council insist, will 
be the acceptance of that body’s recom- 
mendations and members state it as their 
belief that a strike which will include 
every mill in the city where the lower 
wage scale is in force, affecting about 
28,000 operatives, will go into effect on 
Monday next unless the manufacturers 
recede from their position and concede 
the advance in wages. 


SOUTH CAROLINA LOSES CASE. 


Taxes Paid for Selling Liquor Won’t 
Be Refunded. 

Washington, October 1.—Commissioner 
Yerkes, of the interna] revenue, has re- 
jected the claim of the state of South 
Carolina for a refund of the taxes paid 
by the state agents as wholesale and re- 
tail liquor dealers, amounting to some- 
thing over $7,000. The commissioner for- 
mally announced his decision in a few 
words without entering into any argu- 
ment, as the case is now before the court 
of claims, where the department will pre- 
sent its views. 

The claim of the state was that the con- 
trol of the liquor traffic was one of the 
state instrumentalities in securing the 
welfare of its people and as such it was 
exempt from taxation under the constitu-

Columbus, Ohio, October 1.—The state 
board of equalization decided today that 
it had no: power to increase the value 
of the railroads of Ohio as appraised for 
purposes of taxation.

needs and requirements. 

Sense of Obligation. 

The lapse of thirty-odd years has not 
served to still the emotions of faithful- 
ness and loyalty of southern people to 
the cause of the south; the passage of 
time will never eradicate from the na- 
tures of the people of Dixie, the debt of 
gratitude, the sense of obligation which 
lives in their hearts for the grim war- 
riors who faced federal blades and »ullets 
in defense of the cause the south believed 
was right. When the Soldiers’ home was 
destroyed by flames a determinatio- was 
registered in the- hearts. of Georgians 
throughout the entire state that inconve- 
nience and lack of a permanent home 
should be but temporary for these men 
who rtelo their lives for southern rights 
and that another home shall rise from 
the ashes of the former one, Georgia in 
her entiretv gives her word as pledge.

Todd & DeLameter, Louis Palmer 
and Dr. Joseph Jacobs responded readily 
when the veterans’ needs became known 
to them. B. B. EW¥ans, of the Lamar- 
Rankin Drug Company, when approached 
in the matter, simply asked what was de- 
sired and without hesitation contributed 
the deficiency. 

Tobacco Is Sent In. 

Later in the day it was learned that 
the entire supply of tobacco of the-vet- 
erans was destroyed by the fire.

SEYMOUR IS NOMINATED 
IN SPITE OF HARD FIGHT 


His Choice for Governor 4 Defeat for 
- Former United States Senator 
Smith—Only ‘tate Issues 
Discussed in the Plat- 
form. 


Trenton, N. J., October 1.—Mayon 
James M. Seymour, of ‘Newark, was 
nominated on the second ballot today as 
the democratic candidate for governor 
of New Jersey, in a convention that at 
times was turbulent in the extreme, but 
which for all that was freer from dis- 
plays of ill temper_than is frequently 
the case with democratic state conver- 
tions. State Chairman -.William Gour- 
ley Was permanent chairman of the con- 
vention. 

The first voting showed that the Sey- 
mour and anti-Seymour forces were al- 
most evenly divided, and had the antl- 
Seymour leaders been able to concen- 
trate their vote on a single candidate 
they might have won. However, there 
was a strong undercurrent among the 
delegates for Seymour and it was only 
through the generalship of the leaders 
of the anti-Seymour forces that the 
latter were kept in line. 

The nomination of Mayor 
was a defeat for former United States 
Benator Smith and his forces and was 
a victery for E. F. C. Young and Robert 
Davis, of Hudson county, and Colonel 
E. L. Price, of Essex county. 

The anti-Seymour people made an ef- 
fort to concentrate their vote on ex- 
Congressman Thomas M. Ferrell, of 
Gloucester county, and succeeded to the 
extent of securing for him on the first 
ballot 480 votes, which was only eight 
leas than the vote given to Seymour. 

There were 1,143 delegates in the con- 
vention and on the second ballot the 
scattering vote went largely to Seymour 
and accomplished his nomination. 

Platform on State Issues.

San Francisco, October 1.—Everything 
is in readiness for the opening of the 
general convention of the Episcopal 
Murch tomorrow. The convention will 
be™bvpened with impressive communion 
services in Trinity church, where the 
main convention is to be held. The cen- 
vention will continue in session for nine- 
teen days, with various meetings. Prom- 
inent among the delegates who arrived 
today were J. Pierpont Morgan, Bishop 
Potter and a party of eastern bishops 
and laymen, the guests of Mr. Morgan.

London, October 2.—Within two weeks 
the war in South Africa will have en- 
tered upon its third year andinthe face 
of a recrudescence of organized opera- 
tions by the Boers and the impossibility 
of carrying out Mr. Brodrick’s promise 
to reduce the war expenses by sending 
home some troops, the government or- 
gans are again becoming restless. 

Thete is a mystery surrounding the op- 
erations and the whole situation in 
Natal and the denials and evasions of 
the war office concerning the alleged 
friction between Mr. Brodrick and Lord 
Kitchener form the subject of editorial 
protests on all sides. 

“We have the right to expect,”” says 
The Standard, “that the government will 
lose no time in sending out such ample 
reinforcements as the military chiefs on 
the spot deem necessary.” 

The Daily Mail, which finds evidence 
that Lord Kitchener ts in a difficult pre- 
dicament and fears that the government 
is delaying reinforcement out of a de- 
to avoid summoning parliament to 
vote the necesary supplies, warns the 
government that if this be the case a 
grave risk is being run. Similar protests 
are made on all sides. 

The Times, after reminding the govern- 
ment of the “repeated blunders and mis- 
calculations which have cost the em- 
pire such a _ terrible price,” says: “A 
third campaign has now opened in South 
Africa and there is no sign thaf the gov- 
ernment is doing anything to prepare for 
possibly the dragging out of the war for 
several months more. Already it is too 
late to provide such a mobile force as 
would be adequate this autumn. Is the 
government doing anything to provide 
it even three months hence, and if not, 
what possible excuse can the government 
urge for this neglect?’

The Columbia took good care to secure 
the weather berth and ten seconds after 
the starting gun, which was fired at the 
dot of 11, she crossed the line on the 
Starboard tack ahead and well to wind- 
ward. The Shamrock luffed over the line 
a few seconds before the gun fire and was 
recalled by the judges’ boat and had to 
put back. The official time of the start 
was:

Luck was with the American boat at 
first, for a fortunate catspaw struck her 
and enabled her to pofnt up a couple 
higher than her opponent. This gave her 
a commanding Jead, the Shamrock mean- 
while scarcely moving through the water 
and appearing to be dull and loggy. 

The Shamrock went on the port tack 
fifteen minutes after the starf, the Co- 
lumbia following immediately. Once again 
the American boat showed her superior 
Smartness in stays,” coming about much 
quicker than her rival and gathering way 
as soon as her head sheets were trimmed 
down. At 11:3 both yachts were pretty 
negrly becalmed, the ‘Columbia having 
a lead of about a: quarter of a mile. At 
11:35 the Shamrock went on the star- 
board tack, the Columbia following and 
then a lucky streak filled the Shamrock’s 
sails and gave her an appreciable lift. At 
noon both yachts were on the port tack 
almost becalmed. The club topsails and 
jibtopsails were the only sails that puffed 
out responsive to the stray streaks of air. 
The big mainsails flapped as the yachts 


the luff of the head sails quivered. The

CATCHING A STRAY PUFF 
SHAMROCK GETS IN LEAD 

Then the unexpected happened. Wafted 
along at a fine clip by a stray puff the 
Shamrock overhauled the Columbia and 
at 1:15 she was so close that Captain 
Barr bore down on her in order to kill 
her wind, as he had so often killed the 
wind of the Constitution. The Shamrock 
went on the port tack, immediately fof 
lowed by Columbia, and in another min- 
ute the British was ahead and to wind- 
ward. The wind now became more south- 
erly. Both yachts set reaching jibtopsails 
and eased off sheets, steering a direct 
course for the mark. 

Then the Shamrock forged ahead and 
got into the dead calms, while the Co- 
lumbia got a slant of wind and at 1:55 
passed the Shamrock. Then it was Sham- 
rock’s turn to get the benefit of a breeze 
and she came along and planted herself 
on the Columbia’s weather quarter, 
crawling upon her until, at 2:08, they were 


}+neck and neck, with the British boat to 


windward, blanketing her opponent. To 
escape from.this blanket Captain Barr 
sent the Columbia on the port tack at 
2:12, but luck was against her and she 
lost every breath of the fickle wind as 
well as steerage way, and it was fully 
two minutes before she got away and fill- 
ed away on the starboard tack again, and 
by that time the Shamrock was too far 
ahead tobe overtaken. The first mark was 
then close at hand and the yachts tacked 
around it as follows:

She 
held her luff, hunting for wind, but fail- 
ing to find it, dropped slowly astern until 
the gun from the committee boat brought 
the contest to an end, with nearly half 
a mile of blue water between her and the 
golden boat of Lipton.

Venezuelan Invaders. 


FROM THREE SIDES FIRE 
ASSAILED THE INVADERS 


But Few Prisoners Were Taken by 
the Victorious. Colombians. 
Actual War Is in Progress 
Without a Formal 
Declaration. 


Washington, October 1—The following 
cablegram was. received at the Colom- 
bian legation in this city tonight: 

‘Bogota, October 1.—_To Colombian Min- 
ister, Washington: We_have obtained a 
signal victory over Venezuelan troops 
that invaded Guajira under Venezuelan 
officer and under the Venezuelan flag, 


without a previous declaration of war. 
* “ABADIA MENDEZ, 


“Minister of Foreign Affairs.” 

Some uncertainty exists in the minds 
of the officials of the legation as to 
whether this victory over the Venezue- 
lans is identical with that heretofore re- 
ported by way of Curacao, i nthe press 
dispatches or is the result of another 
fight. Dr. Silva, the minister, is inclined 
to the former opinion. 

Davila’s Forces Overwhelm. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacao, October 
1, via Haitien cable.—Advices received 
here by mail from Maracaibo, under 
date of September 28, say Venezuela is 
protecting the Guajira frontier by rein- 
forcements. An expedition composed of 
about 1,500 recruits from LaVela de Coro, 
on the gulf of Coro, and Merida, with 
Vincente Sanchez in command, left there 
todav for some pcint near Guajira, whence 
they will probably move inland toward 
the frontier. The foregoing covers the 
facts in the case. 

Numberless rumors are being indus- 
triously circulated, but a careful weigh- 
ing of all. injormation from _ various 
sources leads to the belief that the forces 
of Davila, after the‘: disastrous defeat 
September 14, wandered to the mountains, 
pursued by Indiars and Colombians. 
Eventually Davila, with five companies, 
succeeded in reaching Fort San Carlos, 
30 miles north of Maracaibo, a Venezue- 
lan base and political prison, whence he 
asked that reinforcements be sent to 
rescue his command, reported to be in dis- 
tress and in danger from the Indians in 
and abort Guajira who, under the lead- 
ership of their cacique, Juan Dolores, are 
fighting on the side of the Colombian gov- 
ernment. Clojomir and Juan Castillo, 
the Colombian iiberal leaders, appear to 
be at Trienta, an the Colombian side of 
Guajira, with fellcwers estimated to num- 
ber five hundred to two thousand men. 

Revolutionists Leading. 

Both the Venezue.an and Colombian 
governments show a tenacency to place at 
the head of their forces the revolution- 
ary leaders of tne other country in order 
to give a color of poiJtical revolution to 
the contacts between their respective 
troops. 

The Venezuelan disaster September 14 
is fully confirmed. Few trisoners were 
taken. The retreating Venezuelans were 
caught on both sides of the river with 
the bridge broken, and the Colombians 
overwhelmed them from three sides, scat- 
tering the Venezuelans, who were am- 
bushed by the Indians. 

Letters received here from Tachira 
are to the effect that General Uribe- 
Uribe is collecting and maneuveripg his 
forces in a small way, but no action of 
importance is being taken by him. 

A creditable report received here is to 
the effect that twelve hundred Colombian 
conservative trcops are at a hamlet called 
Sinamaica, about three days’ march from 
Maracalbo. 

The Colombians may attempt to pre- 
vert concerted action between the San- 
chez-Devjla-Castillo forces. 

nsurgents Were Defeated. 

Mobile, Ala., October 1.—Captain Hal- 
verson, of the steamer Harald, from Bo- 
cas del Toro, reports that in the battle 
of Bocas, the insurgents were practically 
defeated with a loss of fifteen and have 
left the neighborhood of Bocas. Colom- 
bian troops captured some of the insur- 
gents and a number of others attempted 
to, escape to “Old Bank,” using local 
transports. On the way one of the oldest 
of Bocas’ pilots, name not learned, was 
shot through the head by an insurgent 
and killed.

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the conference of the commanding offi- 
cers at that time?’’ 

“Commodore Schley was in ‘the cabin 
of the Brooklyn when we assembled and 
there was a general talk about the Span- 
ish fleet having been located at last at 
Santiago. 1 do not recollect any special 
conference. I do not think it was in the 
nature of a conference. I do not recol- 
lect now that the officers were asked to 
express any opinion. I remember having 
a conversation with Commodore Schley 
about the effect of the shore batteries on 
the ships, in which I told him of the ex- 
perience we had had at San Juan, and 
expressed the opinion to him that it was 
not worth while to risk ships fighting 
shore batteries alone; that I did not think 
anything would be gained by it. In the 
case under consideration the Spanish 
ships were present in the harbor. 

“The conditions were changed and we 
would have to take the risk of the fire 
from the batterles in order to get at 
them. I remember Commodore Schley re- 
marking before we left that he felt that 
the country held him responsible; that 
the ships should not be risked under the 
fire from the shore batteries until the 
Spanish fleet was destroyed.”’

CLASHES WITH SAMPSON’S 

“T want to call your attention to the re- 
port that Captain McCalla, éf the Marble- 
head, on page 426 of the appendix, which 
says: 

‘Commodore Schley explained to the 
commanding officers. that in case the 
Spanish ships came out he wished to con- 
centrate the batteries of all our ships on 
a portion of those of the enemy. This 
was not explained as a tactical concen- 
tration of our whole force on a part of 
the enemy, but as a division of our whole 
fire cn several of the enemy’s ships. Dur- 
ing the time the commanding officers 
were aboard the flagship Captain Evans 
asked Commodore Schley if it were the 
intention to steam at the enemy’s ships in 
case they should start to come out. Com- 
modore Schley answered: ‘‘Certainly,” 
and added words indicative of his inten- 
tion to attack them as*they came out of 
the narrow defile.’

The *Viscaya 
Was soon set on fire and at 11:15 she turn- 
ed in shore and was beached at Aserrad- 
eros, 15 miles from Santiago, burning 
fiercely,’ etc.’”’

Wien the court reconvened and Captain 
Sigsbee resumed his testimony Mr. Han- 
na repeated his question asked before re- 
cess, quoting from Admiral Schley’s re- 
port of February 8, 1899, the sentence 
reading: 

“I stated that we had seen nothing of 
the Spanish fleet. I may have stated 
that I knew nothing positively or abso- 
lutely about its movements,’ but I recited 
certain events to show that there was 
a probability of the fleet being in Santia- 
go at the time. In regard to the other 
matter, I beg to make an appeal to the 
court. This case is one involving reputa- 
tions. It has been stated by Commodore 
Schley, in an official letter to the United 
States senate, that I expressed a certain 
belief. Now it has been made a public 
matter. I think that either the court or 
the defense should allow me to express 
under oath what I really sald. Whether 
I expressed’ that belief or not it may be 
technically right to interfere with me, 
but according to the ethics of the naval 
service, I think the defense ought to per- 
mit me to answer that question?’ 

“We have no objection to that,” said 
Mr. Raynor. 

“I have given an answer to that ques- 
tion. I have said nothing about my be- 
lief.” 

Mr. Hanna—The portion of the ques-

Horror Caused by an Explosion 
Followed by Fire 


THEY MET DEATH fALF WAY 


When Explosion Occurred Victims 
Ran with the Fresh Air In- 
stead of Against It—Fire 
Is Still Raging in the 
Mine. 


Victoria, B. C., October 1.—Seventeen 
men are dead as a result of a fire and 
explosion in Extension mine No. 2, be- 
longing to the Wellington Colliery Com- 
pany. The flames started from a curtain 
which caught fire from a miner's lamp at 
the bottom of level No. 3 and was com- 
municated across the slope. In half an 
hour the whole slope was on fire. Res- 
cuers flocked to the mine and reached the 
place where the miners had been at work, 
but the men had gone. They had run 
with the fresh air instead of against it 
in an attempt to get out by the a¢custom- 
ed route, thus meeting death half way. 
While the rescuers were at ‘work several 
explosions occurred. When it was real- 
ized that the men could not be saved a 
strong force started to choke the mine, 
but their work was undone by a terrific 
explosion, which blew down the barri- 
cade. A little later the fan house was 
burned. 

James Thomas, a rope rider, had a 
thrilling escape: ,He was riding down 
the slope and, seeing the fire coming, 
jumped off the car and ran. George South- 
comb and Eugene Griffith, timber men, 

lled to him to follow them, but he ran 
on up the slope for 1,000 feet to its mouth 
and barely escaped with his life. The 
other men were overtaken by the flames 
and perished. 

The fire is still raging, but it is thought 
it can be extinguished without flooding 
the mine.

asa Planter Mr. M.'L. Patterson 
Was One of the Most Successful 
in His Neighborhood. 


Columbus, Ga., Octoher 1.—(Special,)-— 
M. lL. Patterson, aged 81 years, and re- 
puted to be the wealthiest man in Rus- 
sell county, died at Oswichee, Ala., to- 
day. He was born near Spartanburg, 5. 
C., and came to Columbus in 1846. In 
ante-bellum days he was one of the most 
brillant and successful lawyers before 
the Columbus bar.

MUCH OF IT BELOW AVERAGE 


Farmers Generally Satisfied with 
the Conditions of the Minor 
Crops. 


The following is the crop report for 
Georgia for the week ending Monday, 
September 90, issued by the weather ‘bu- 
reau: 


“The weather during the week was fair 
and favorable for general farm work up 
to the 27th, since when mors or less rain 
has occurred in various parts of the state 
doing good to late growing crops, but 
greatly retarding cotton picking and in 
many instances discoloring and otherwise 
damaging the open staple: On the whole, 
picking has advanced considerably dur- 
ing the week and in many sections the 
bulk of the cotton -has been saved. In a 
few sections the yield will equal or ex- 
ceed that of last year, but in the majority 
of cases the output is below the averago. 
Farmers seem generally satisfied with the 
condition of potatoes, sugar cane and 
other minor crops which are universally 
reported as doing very nicely. There 
seems to be an unusually large crop of 
hay and most farmers are saving it for 
winter forage. Plowing for fall seeding is 
becoming general and considerable rye 
and oats have been sown. Some lowland 
corn was greatly damaged by recent 
overflows, Pastures continue very good 
and stock fs fn fine condition. Rice badly 
damaged by overflows in Savannah river 
districts.

Ownership of Wharf Prop- 
erty Not Vested in the 
_ City. 


GRANTS MADE ESTOPS THE 
CORPORATION FROM TITLES 


Appeal Will Be Made and the Litiga- 
tion Will Draw Itself Through 
the Highest Courts of the 
Land—Review of the 
Case Made. 


Mobile, Ala., October 1.—Judge Toulmin, 
of the United States circuit court, In 
equity today rendered an important decis- 
ion against the city of Mobile. The suit 
involved the ownership of the wharf 
property along the river front within the 
limits of the city. The question was one 
of riparian rights and ownership, and 
Judge Toulmin decided that while the 
legal title to the land was in the name 
of the city it was estopped from assert- 
ing the title because it had granted prop- 
erty owners the right to build wharves 
and bulkheads. This litigation carries 
with it the possession of the entire river 
front, valued at $20,000,000. This suit, 
while it involved only about $100,000 of 
values, has settled the law as to the own- 
ership of the river front and its many 
valuable improvements, sheds, ware- 
houses, docks, mills and booms, etc. The 
city claimed its title under an act by 
general assembly of . Alabama, 1867, 
granting it the shore and soil under Mo- 
bile river. The case was carried from 
the city and state courts to the federal 
court. 

In wharf case an appeal will be made 
as in other cases. The decision is simply 
that the equities are against the city’s 
claim. It is not believed it will affect 
in any way claims of like character in 
the state courts now pending.

Decrease of Nearly Five Millions 
Shown for Month. 

Washington, October 1.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt issued today 
shows that:at the close of business Sep- 
tember wv, 1901, the de.~- less cash in the 
treasury amounted to $1,031,524,365, a de- 
crease for the month of $4,825,401. 

The government receipts and expendi- 
tures for Septeniber, 1901, were $44,454,422 
and the expenditures $32,010,736, leaving a 
surplus for the month of $12,123,686. 

The monthly statement of the comptrol- 
ler of the currency shows that the total 
circulation of national bank notes at the 
close of business September 30, 1901, was 
$358,830,548, an increase for the year of 
$30,414,121, and for the month of $1,411,- 
393.

The Tax Problem. 


Editor Constitution: I have read with con- 
siderable interest your editgrial in this morn- 
ing’s paper on ‘“‘Tax Reform.”’ 

Allow me to suggest a means of tax reform 
which would be the means of saving thousands 
of dollars to Pulton county, and, in fact, every 
other county in the state. 

It is simply this: Instead of duplicating the 
work of collecting taxes as you are now doing 
by having the city collect its taxes and the 
county collect its own taxes, independent of the 
city, why not have the county accept the city’s 
list of property subject to taxation and assess 
the city so much on this“property, and allow 
the city to collect the county taxes at the same 
time it collects its own taxes? 

This would make little or no extra work for 
the city and would save the county almost the 
entire expense of collecting its taxes, which 
saving would doubtless amount to thousands 
of dollars every year, This saving would con- 
sist in office rent, stationery, account books, 
clerks’ hire, etc., eto, 

This is the method that is pursued in some 
states in the north, and I think it would be a 
great advantage to adopt it here. It would also 
be @ great @gonvenience to the taxpayer, as he 
then would pay his taxes all to one party, and 
not be. compelled to go to two different offices 
to give in his valuation, and likewise go to 
two different offices to pay his taxes.

Editor Constitution: In raising funds with 
which to rebuild the Confederate Soldiers’ home 
Atlanta should lead, and I believe the masses 
should be given an opportunity to contribute.

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The President and the South. 

The hearty earnestness with which 
President Roosevelt has declared him- 
self to:be president of the whole coun- 
try, recognizing neither past divisions 
nor sectional lines of the present, has 
aroused a slight outburst of hostility 
from professional hatred-mongers. 

in receiving those who call upon 
him, the president is outspoken and 
sincere. To a Georgia congressman 
he said: 

IT will have no use for dividing lines or 
sectionalism in this country during my 
administration, and I am_-sincerely grate- 
ful to you for offering to help me make 
my administration a national one. It 
will be my earnest and sincere desire to 
treat all the people of this country alike, 
without regard to sectional lines. I want 
you to understand that my mother was 
from- Georgia, and that I have a very 
warm and kindly feeling for the people 
of Georgia and all the people of the 
south. I want you to remember that I 
am president of the whole country, and 
during my administration it will be my 
earnest desire to merit the affection and 
confidence tof the people of the south, as 
well as those from the north, east, or the 
west. ' 

On another occasion, speaking to a 
delegation from his mother’s native 
state, the president said: “I had two 
uneles in the confederacy, one of 
whom put the Alabama into commis- 
sion, and the other of whom fired tne 
parting shot of the confederate navy 
from the sinking ship, and I am proud 
of them!” The meaning of the pres- 
ident was plain, and to be understood 
by any man. As for his own record. 
it spoke for itself. Born in the north, 
he has been a republican in politics, 
and in the hour when the flag was to 
be upheld under shot and shell, upon 
the ascent to San Juan, Colonel Roose- 
yelt was there! Certainly such a man 
has the right to speak of a reunited 
cguntry, and feel proud of the charac- 
ter of his ancestry there. They were 
men above reproach, commanding 
prominence because of their ability, 
and with the courage to fight for their 
convictions. It was the deeds of such 
men that, in the words of the late 
President McKinley, “had become @ 
common heritage.” No wonder that 
President Roosevelt is proud of them, 
and does not hesitate to say so. 

But there are those who live in the 
past, as well as those who would keep 
forever open the gaping wound of dis- 
sension. A reunited country with har- 
monious accord to the future fills 
them with chagrin. The existence of 
these people is made known through 
such-a dispatch as this: 

Boston, Mass., September 27.—Louis Bell 
Post, G. A. R., of Manchester, N. H., 
conducted a memorial service tonight in 
honor of the late President McKinley, 

The meeting became notable at once 
as expressing the first sentiments of 
criticism and hostility toward. President 
Roosevelt. The president's words, in 
writing to a southern friend, were re. 
ferred to as an unhappy expression. 

Captain Frank H. Challis, past nation. 
al commander of the Sons of Veterans, 
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President Roosevelt wrote to a southern 
friend, in which he said that he was 
proud of the fact that two of his un- 
cles served the confederate cause, one as 
an admiral in the confederate navy, while 
the other had fired the last gun on the 
Alabama. I confess I have some misgiv- 
ings as to the future. I don’t like to see 
the pendulum swing that way.” 

Taking up the theme of the previous 
speakers, Senator Burnham said: ‘‘We 
shall not yield one jot or tittle of the 
principle that we fought for during the 
civil war or abandon the idea that we 
were right and that the south was. eter- 
nally and wickedly wrong.”’ 

It must have amused the president 
if, by any chance, his eye fell upon 
this, to notice that the young man 
“filed with alarm” was not even a 
Grand Army veteran, but the son of a 
veteran, who had never smelled pow- 
der! President Grant, who had con- 
ducted the union armies to victory, 
had occasion later in life to. declare 
that had the settlement of questions 
at dispute been left to the veterans 
just out of the trenahes, there waduld 
have been no bloody shirt aftermath. 
Tired of war and longing for peace, 
these bearded men would have fallen 
into each others’ arms, while mothers 
and sisters, regardless of the uniform 
of the returning veteran, would have 
thanked God for peace. While these 
peaceful sons of warlike fathers in 
New Hampshire are cronking to dis 
turb the glad acclaim of concord, the 
Grand Army veterans themselves, 
through their Atlanta comrades, were 
thé first to subscribe to the rebuilding 
of the confederate home, just laid in 
ashes. The veterans in blue'had no 
heart to refuse brother-hand to the 
houseless veterans in gray! 

President Roosevelt, of course, will 
not be swerved by any such criti- 
cisms as these. He carries within his 
breast the heart of a brave man; he 
has stood within the smoke of baitle 
upholding the flag; he is proud of his 
American ancestry, which, whether in 
New York or Georgia, maintained its 
high character; he has accepted the 
policy of his lamented predecessor, 
and no plank of it does he cherish 
more than the sentiment contained in 
Mr. McKinley’s Atlanta speech. 


Restrictive Reciprocity. 
When the declaration of the late 
president in favor of reciprocity was 
taken up and emphasized by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the old organs of pro- 
tection began a campaign of interpre- 
tation. 

Was the declaration for reciprocity 
delivered with a string attached to it, 
or did it stand for its plain meaning? 
The discussion has been made urgent 
by the alleged agreement between the 
president and General Wood that a 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba should 
be acted upon in December. Upon 
what basis shall such a treaty be out- 
lined? The Philadelphia Press, an ad- 
vocate of restrictive reciprocity, de- 
clares that the republican senators 
must be consulted, so that no interest 
represented by them shall suffer in 
the deal. In short: “President Roose- 
velt will consult the republican lead- 
ers in the senate in the negotiation of 
any future reciprocity treaties, and he 
will not send any treaty to that body 
which will not be supported by the 
republican leaders and be assured of 
ratification. President McKinley put 
the work of negotiating reciprocity 
treaties in the hands of Mr. Kasson; 
who many years ago was a member 
of the ways and means committee of 
the house. Mr. Kasson made the mis- 
take of FAILING TO @ONSULT THE 
REPUBLICAN LEADERS IN THE 
SENATE about his reciprocity treat- 
ies, and having been for long years 
inactive on tariff matters, he negoti- 
ated treaties which the senate refused 
to ratify, and which there is no pros- 
pect of its ratifying at the coming 
session. That does not apply to all 
the treaties, but to a few of them. 
Some of the treaties were not consid- 
ered by the senate.” 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
seeing danger of a southern industfy 
being sacrificed in the deal for the 
benefit of something having headquar- 
ters in Pennsylvania or Massachu- 
setts, raises objection to reciprocity 
by senatorial courtesy. Is Louisiana 
sugar to be jeopardized by free sugar 
from Ouba, in exchange for some 
benefit going to @ reliable republican 
state? Cuba’s only exports are su- 
gar and tobacco, so that the question 
is pertinent as to what Louisiana will 
get in reciprocal acknqwiedgment of 
the tearing away of | the barrier 
against sugar. ’

GEORGIA-SOLDIERS’ HOME 
AND ITS BAPTISM.-OF FIRE 


- 


The destruction of the Soldiers’ home. 
in the suburbs of Atlanta, last Monday 
was quite a shock to the people of Geor- 
gia. 


The home has been occupied only four } 
months. It opened early in June with 
imposing ceremonies, and the gallant vet- 
erans who sought shelter there felt that 
they had a comfortable resting place for 
the remainder of their lives. 

Suddenly, in the brief period of an hour, 
their hopes were rudely shattered and 
nothing was left of their home but a pile 


About twelve years ago Major Stewart, 
of i Texas,, made‘ considerable reputation 
by his work for the building of a confed- 
erate soldiers’ home in his state. But he 
made the mistake of going to New York 
to solicit subscriptions. ' 

This fired Grady’s heart and he wrote 
a famous editorial headed, “Come Home, 
Major Stewart, Come Home!” 

The Constitution’s editor took the posi- 
tion that the southern people would build 
homes for their confederate veterans and 
would not need aid from beyond their bor- 
ders. 

He said that\the old story of the blind 
Belisarius soliciting alms in his old age 
would never be repeated in the south. 

Then, with one of his supreme bursts 
of enthusiasm, he urged the people of 
Georgia joined him in the work of erect- 
ing a Soldiers’ home in Atlanta. 


Never ‘was there a more spontaneous 
response to such an appeal. 

The people from the ‘Tennessee line to 
Tybee were almost unanimous. Even the 
little children were eager to contribute 
their dimes and nickels. - ‘ 

While the southerners were as loyal a 
the citizens of any quarter of the unfon, 
they found themselves agreeing with Hon. 
J. C. C. Black, of Augusty, wno said in 
one of his splendid addresses to the con- 
federate veterans: 

“There are men and women today ex- 
pending time and money to establish that 
their ancestors fought under Washington. 
You have looked into the faces and felt 
the magnetic presence and followed the 
flags of Lee and: Johnston. You are 
worthy of respect and veneration. Not} 
more so were the men who fell at Mara- 
thon, and whose names were inscribed by 
the Athenians on enduring pillars. Not 
more so were the three hundred who fell 
at Thermopylae pass. Not more so was 
the bravest clan that ever answered the 
bugle blast of highland chief from the 
fastnesses of Scotland. Not more so were 
the men who suffered at Valley Forge, or 
fought at Concord, or Lexington, or Bun- 
ker Hitl, or Cowpens, or Eutaw, or York- 
town. If that be treason, make the most 
of it!’’ 


In a short time enough money was rais- 
ed to justify an organization. A charter 
was secured and Mr. Grady was elected 
president, while Hon. W. L. Calhoun was 
made chairman of the building conimittee. 

After Mr. Grady’s deam Wolonel Cal- 
houn succeeded him as president. 

Almost before anybody realized it the 
sum of $40,000 had been raised. } 

On Memorial day,. 1890, the corner stone 
was laid, and among the distinguished 
men who took part in the ceremonies 
were John S. Davidson, grand master of 
the Free and Alecepted Masons of Georgia: 
General Joseph EF. Johnston, General 
James Longstreet, General E. Kirby 
Smith and other prominent confederates. 


The structure was completed in Jan- 
uary, 1891, at a cost of $45,000 for the build- 
ing and grounds. 

The site was a beautiful tract of about 
119 acres, located about 3 miles from the 
city, just bevond Grant park. The land 
cost $9,540. It is well wooded and the 
grounds have been laid off in broad walks 
and drives. 

The building was quite picturesque—a 
three-story affair, with seventy-five 
rooms; twenty-eight on the first floor, 
twenty-nine on the second and eighteen on 
the third. 

There were sixty-eight bed rooms. Apart 
from the money donations, there were 
many others in the shape of the furni- 
ture and the equipment of the home. 

Many of these SE ono came from 
wealthy southerners living in New York 
and other northern cities. 


In 1891, when everything was ready, the 
home was formally tendered to the state. 
To the surprise and disappointment of 
many, the offer was refusea py the legts- 
lature. 

In 1892 the tender was again made and a 
second time refused, 

Various ineffectual efforts were made to 
dispose of the property, and in the fal 
of 1898 the home was again offered to the 
legislature, but the bill was laid on the 
table. 

An attempt was made to sell the home 
in the following May, but the sale was 
not confirmed. 

Last year, in accordance with Governor 
Candler’s recommendation, a bill was 
passed providing for a state appropriation 


of $15,000 a year for the maintenance of 
the home.

MONEY MUST AGAIN BE 


APPROPRIATED GY STATE 


The Insurance -Made Payable to the 
Governor Goes Into the Treas- 
ury — Governor Candler 
Will Authorize Its Use 
at Once. 


In the matter of insurance the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home is far more fortu- 
nate than was first supposed. It devel- 
oped yesterday that the building was in- 
sured for $19,500, instead of $10,000, as was 
first thought. In addition to this there 
is $2,000 insurance on the furniture, mak- 
ing a total insurance of $21,500. 

It is belleved, however, that the $19,500 
insurance on the home will have to be 
appropriated from the treasury by the 
legislature before it can be used for re- 
building the institution. The policies are 
made out in favor of the governor, and 
under the law all public moneys coming 
into his hands must be paid into the treas- 
ury. In order to pay it out of the treas- 
ury it seems there must be an appropria- 
tion act authorizing such payment, as the 
constitution distinctly provides that no 
public moneys shall, be paid out of the 
treasury except under’an appropriation 
act, and then only upon warrants signed 
by the governor. 

Of course, there is no doubt, even should 
this be found necessary, that the legis- 
lature will appropriate this insurance 
money for rebuilding the home, but it 
may cause a little delay in getting the 
funds. In order to avoid delay Governor 
Candler will authorize the trustees to go

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid that the governor is 
authorized to draw his warrant upon the 
treasury annually for the sum of $5,000, 
or for so much as may be necessary, to 
carry into effect the foregoing section 
and to be used only for the purpose of in- 
surance. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted that all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.,

Law Relating to Insurance. 

Under en act approved in 1883, the gov- 
ernor is required to insure public build- 
ings at one-half their value. The home 
was insured for about $2,000 when it was 
turned over to the state. The governor 
had it insured for $19,500, the property 
having cost in the neighborhood of $40,000. 

The’ discussion of the tnsurance on the 
home has resulted in some criticism of 
the law which permits the chief execu- 
tive to insure public property for only 
one-half its value.

L. F. Zundel, living in Atlanta at No. 462 
Houston street, were the victims a few 
days ago, they state, of rough treatment 
at the hands of a masked mob in Hart 
county. 

According to their statement they were 
visiting O. T. Shirley, at Bowersville, 
Hart Sunty. Shirley, they say, is a 
member,of the Mormon faith, and they 
were there on business for the church, 
which they had about completed when the 
mob came to claim their attention. 

The two elders were getting ready to 
leave Bowersville for Atlanta, expecting 
to start in the morning. The night before 
a band of masked men armed with shot- 
guns and pistols went to the Shirley 
home and called the two elders out. Elder 
Stewart responded and asked what was 
wanted. 

“We want you,” was the reply of one 
of the band. ‘“‘We have had enough of 
your Mormon teachings round here and 
you must get out.”

They stated they were visiting 
saints and friends in the vicinity of 
Bowersville when, on the night of Sep- 
tember 23, they. were called on by a 
band of about thirty masked men. | 

“We were led out about 2 miles to the 
line of Franklin and Hart counties,”’ the 
letter continued, ‘“‘where they whipped us 
and told us to leave and never come back 
into that county again, as they did not 
intend to have any Ma@gmon doctrine in 
that part. 

“Now, as peaceable American citizens 
of this free republic, we ask your careful 
and earnest consideration of this matter 
at your earliest convenience.” 

The letter was signed both by Elder 
Stewart and Elder Zundel. The two el- 
ders live, as stated, at 462 Houston street, 
and are conducting their work from there. 
They say they have about sixteen con- 
verts to the Mormon faith in Atlanta, 

Governor Candler says there is no ac- 
tion he can take in the matter. The 
proper course for the elders to take is 
to go before the grand jury and ask for 
indictments against their assailants, if 
they can identify them. 

Elder Stewart stated last night that 
they had identified two members of the 
band and called them by name. He said 
he hoped it would be possible for the 
governor to take some action in the mat- 
ter.

| Finance Committee Reports on Findings 
of Experts. 


SYSTEM IS SATISFACTORY 


Committee Saairecied Itself as Being 
Pleased That “Nothing Le- 
gally or Morally Wrong 
Was Found’’ in Any of 
City Departments. 


Members of the city finance committee 
failed to agree with the criticisms of 
city officers that appeared in the report 
of Messrs. Haskins and Sells,. the New 
York expert accountants who were em- 
ployed by connecil to audit the books in 
all the city offices. 

During the meeting of the committee, 
held yesterday morning at 11 o'clock, a 
report, touching the examigers’ findings, 
was unanimously adopted. The report of 
the experts had been referred to the 
committee at the last meeting of coun- 
cil. The committee’s report on that pa- 
per was signed by Councilman W. C. 
Rawson, chairman; Councilman E., C, 
Kontz, Councilman John CC. Reed, Coun- 
cilman T. D. Longino and Alderman M. 
T. LaHatte. 

The report of Messrs. Haskins and Sells 
was taken up section by section by the 
committee. The paper will be presented 
to council next Monday for action. 


Satisfied with System. 


Relative to the system of accounting 
now in vogue at the city hall, the finance 
committee has this to say: 

‘**‘We feel sure that our present system 
of accounting is good, and that if the 
laws now in force and the ordinance 
which we have recommended is adopted, 
we will have a first-rate system in every 
particwilar.’’ 

As to the reference made to the work 
of the city tax collector, the committee's 
comment is as follows: 

“We fail to find that the tax collgctor 
has paid out illegally any funds of the 
city. We find that the item of $24,242.17 
referred-to in the report of Haskins and 
Sells as having “been paid out by the 
tax collector in 1899, and the item of 
$25,259.92 referred to as having been paid 
out in 1900, were not really paid out at 
all, but were simply used in cashing 
checks properly drawn «: and indorsed, 
which, in the opinion gf your committee, 
was nothing further than what might be 
called changing money.”’ 

Under the head of the city comptrol- 
ler’s office, theScommittee has this to 
say: 

“In regard to the statement made by 
Haskins and Sells that $75,000 was bor- 
rowed on August 10, 1900, when the city 
had that much*money in the treasury, we 
beg to say that this statement was a mis- 
take, for the comptroller’s books, as well 
as the books of the four banks in which 
the city has its funds deposited, show 
that on August 10 each bank had only 
$268.36 on deposit to the credit of the city; 
and the books of the treasurer showed no 
funds at all to the credit of the city.

IN MEMOLMIAM. 


Mrs. Mary A. Montgomery was the 
eldest daughter of Edward Broughton, of 
Troup county, Georgia, and was born in 
that county March 2, 1832.

Fifty-two years have passed 
since that lovely day, yet such an im- 
pression was made upon my youthful 
mind I retain a vivid recollection of the 
beauty and grace of the fair young bride. 

Six years after the May day festival I 
moved to LaGrange and became well ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Montgomery. Then ‘J 
learned why it was she had so impressed 
me—elegant in manner, beautiful in per- 
son, kind in heart, gentle and sympathetic 
always in conversation—I have never 
known her superior. I also learned the 
source of all these graces—they were 
simply the expressions of her loving, 
Christian heart. One would think that. 
such a spirit could not stand the bitter 
winds of adversity. 

Reared in affluence and “wealth, siir- 
rounded with every comfort and luxury, 
till the war came that ruined the for- 
tunes and blasted the hopes of. so many 
of the families of our southland. When 
the war closed Mrs. Montgomery found 
herself, if not in abject poverty, at least 
in very straitened circumstances. Then 
it was the self-reliant spirit and strong 
will power that had been dormant mani- 
fested itself in her cheerful acceptance 
of her changed circumstances.

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Weekly Summary of Crop Condition. 


Washington, October |.—Following is the last 
weekly summary of crop conditions to be issued 
by the weather bureau this season: 

The temperature conditions of the week end- 
ing September 30 were highly favorable 
throughout the central valleys, lake region, 
middie Atlantic states and New England, and 
no damaging frosts occurred in these districts, 
Excessive rains interfered with farm work in 
portions of the south Atlantic and east gulf 
states. 

The week has been favorable for maturing 
and gathering corn and seberte from the prin- 
cipal states indicate that a much larger acre- 
age than usual at this date has been cut. The 
crop is now practically safe from frost in all 
districts, 

The weather conditions in the cotton belt have 
been very favorable for picking except over por- 
tions of Georgia, Florida and North Carolina. 
where this work has been retarded to some 
extent by rains of the latter part of the week. 
Picking has progressed rapidly in the central 
and western districts where cotton has opened 
rapidly, the bulk of the crop being gathered 
in some sections. Over the eastern portion of 
the cotton belt the low temperatures of the 
week have damaged the staple in portions of 
North Carolina, Georgia and Florida, while the 
sea island crop of South Carolina is suffering 
from drought. In Texas late cotton is being 
damaged by boll weevil and other tusects and 
the outlook for top crop is very poor.

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- Blame American Women 


for Servant Problem 


HE latest news from Paris, where 
1 the housekeepers are wrestling with 

the servant question as vigorously 
as they are here in America, is that the 
_ American women residing in Paris are 
' being censured for tke present troubles 
there, 

It is charged that the women of the 
American colony in Paris, which js a very 
large and conspicuous one, are entirely 
demoralizing servants by their generous 
wages and their lack of systematic man- 
agement. If this could be proven on the 

American housewife, it would substan- 
tlate the rumors and suggestions through- 
gut the many articles appearing in the 
American press, that much of the trou- 
ble among servants In this country is 
dub to the ignorance of the housekeeper 
in the matter of systematically conduct- 
ing her home and her help. According to 
a foreign correspondent, a good many 
French girls have ‘been to America and 
brought back tales of the high wages and 
of privileges, su’ch as free Sundays and 
afternoons ‘‘out.’’ There is a large colo- 
ny of Americans in Paris, and this, from 
the French point of view, is responsible 
for “spoiling’’ not only the servants it 
personally employs, but all with whom 
these may come in contact. The Ameri- 
can mistress is regarded as careless about 
money, good natured, easily managed and 
lavish with holidays. French housewives 
say that they hesitate to take a servant 
that has ever been in an American house- 
hold, for the chances are that she will be 
prone to be completely spoiled, from their 
point of view. But it would be equally 
Teasonable for an American housewife 
to object to bringing a well trained Amer- 
ican servant into France on the plea that 
she would be demoralized by the differ- 
ent manners and customs prevailing here. 

As things exist today, the French girl in 
service seems more contented than the 
American girl, although the latter re- 
celves much larger wages and more con- 
cessions. When one considers that giris 
in Paris (where wages are larger than in 
any other part of France) do general 
housework for $8, $9 or, at the most, $10 
@ month, and that one afternoon a month 
out is the extent of their defined hours 
‘of liberty, their lot seems a severe one. 
One hears, too, a deal of their personal 
services. of their brushing clothes and 
blacking the boots, not only of the women 
but the men of the household; of their go- 
ing to market every morning, rain or 
shine, and of errands demanded and 
household mending expected. But this ‘is 
only one side of the picture, and it is 

doubtful if introducing American privi- 
leges and demanding the equivalent would 
have the effect of making household ser- 
/ vice any more popular in France.
